BUBNING A JAPANESE GayZRAt. 

The Apesial correspondent of the Japan 
Mail, M. F!

Timagined that the obsequles of a Gone- 
ral, fallen on the field of honour, would be 
of the ‘most coremoniously impressivg 
nature.

After o brisf examination of the 
guns in the rodoubts, the ecouts went on, 
and questioned the pedple in the nearest 
sillago, finding that the wholo Obinese army 
hadgono ta Ohefoo. The fight at Sankoton 
was- not. with advancing reliefs but with 
retreating ‘ braves’ who only wanted time 
enough to go sway in peace. The walled 
city of Weihaiwei ‘and the powerful modern 
forta protecting the western channel wore 
captured by a half-troup of cavalry | 
Admiral Tiog, however, was still active 
—not defiant, since he kept close to Liu- 
kong; but with his‘ foreign odvisers he 
kept his ahips all tho time bombarding the 
Japanose about the eastern’ forts, from as 
near range as ho dared come ;.and he bad 
sent man ashoro to dismantle the evacuated 
eat forte, Ae. 
Marshal Oyama had now Ynished his 


part of the work; next the navy had to: 


operate, and this was tho most difficult 
business, ‘Several doys’ delay onsucd, for 
which wo cannot account; it may be 
that Admiral Ito had anticipated soime- 
thing from tho forta in Japaneso hands, or 
porhaps ha waited until the troops had 
uccupied points all over the adjacent 
country, to provent the escape o€ tho ships’ 
‘crows by land, or to see if Ting would 
surrender, Whatever may hare boon the 
reason, tho fact remains that as far as wa 
could see there was nothing of ang impor 
tanco done for foar clear days after the 
city waa occupied—or taken, to be oxact, 
for it has not yet been occupied by. the 
army, lest the Chinese ships should 
bombard it-; only two battalions are in the 
city, ove brigade is on the road half-way to 
Qhefoo, small bodies of troops are scattered 
in every direction, and Marshal Oyama 
rotains his headquartors at. Kozan, just 
behind tho east forts. . 

On tho morning of the 7th, aboat four 
o'clock, as tho firat-quartor moon set, the 
Japanese torpetlo Beet. of fifteen etealthily 
picked its way through the anchored booms 
and submarine mines in the eastern chan- 
nel, and approached the Qhineso fleet, an- 
chored close under the southwest corner of 
Liu-kung island, The attack was not dis- 
covered until. it was, on tho point of con- 
summation, when furious broadsides aud- 
donly burst forth from tho warship, into 
the black night, and seurch lights began to 
flash out. 
pedo two large craisers and a gunboat, and 


‘Lthen to withdraw in safety, according to 


report that hasreached us from tho 
navy. Heavy firing continued antil 7.30, 
and afterwards at interyala throughout the 
Fest of the day, the Chineso doing consid:r- 
ablo damnge to the mainland forts with the 
10-inch guns on the istand. 

On the 8tha similar attack was made, 
shortly before sevon o'clock. The torpedo 
boats came in, but were detected and bad 
te withdraw under a dangeroui hail from 
the qtickfring guos of the Chinese fleet, 
which assembled néar the east entrance to 
ropol attacks, Meantime *Admical Ting 
sent all his thirtaen torpedo boats round by 
the west to weke a-counter-at‘ack oo the 
 Sapanese fect, thinking. probatily to catch 
them unawares, while a furious bombard- 
ment was carried’ on between the island 
forts and the fleat outside.
